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REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully considered the Office Action dated October 19, 2009 and 
provide the following response thereto. Applicant presents this amendment in a sincere effort 
to place the application in consideration for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration is 
respectfully requested. 

In this amendment, Claims I, 3, 9, 19 and 28-29 are amended. Claims 2, 10, 14-18 
and 26-27 are canceled. Accordingly, Claims 1, 3-9, 11-13, 19-25 and 28-33 are currently 
pending. No new matter has been added. 

Allowabl e Subject Matter 

Applicant notes with appreciation that at page 9 of the Office Action, Claims 2, 8, 10, 
27-29 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base and any 
intervening claims. Accordingly, while not acceding to the proprietary of any claim 
rejections over prior art set forth in the Office Action, Applicant has amended Claim 1 to 
include all of the claim features of now canceled Claim 2 and any intervening claims from 
which Claim 2 depended. Applicant has also amended Claim 9 to include all the claim 
features of now cancelled Claim 10, and any intervening claims from which Claim 10 
depended, and amended Claim 19 to include all the claim features of now cancelled Claim 
27, and any intervening claims from which Claim 27 depended. 

Claim 3 has been amended to depend from amended Claim 1 instead of now canceled 
Claim 2, and Claims 28-29 were amended to each depend from amended Claim 19 instead of 
now cancelled claim 27. 
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The above claim amendments have been done to expedite the prosecution of this 
application towards allowance. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-13, 19-25 and 
28-33 should now be in condition for allowance. A notice to this effect is respectfully 
requested.
